This letter is in response to the Agency’s request for registration comments on
errors only for Temephos as it relates to the HED Chapter for the Reregistration
Eligibility Decision (RED) Document.

We understand that our response is only on factual errors that do not pertain to
matters of policy, interpretation, or applicability of data. Our review includes but
is not limited to mathematical, computational, typographical or other similar
errors.

After review of the above mentioned chapter, we find the following errors.

- Page 2, Hazard Characterization. The final sentence of the second
paragraph contains a grammatical error. Suggested wording:
“Temephos is slightly irritating to eyes but is not a skin irritant or a
dermal sensitizer.”

- Page 10, Handler Exnosure Scenario Results. Results for the
occupational handler scenarios are presented in the attached Table 3,
not Table 2 as referenced in the text.
